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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . This Office action is in response to the amendment filed 07/23/201 0, wherein 
claims 2, 5-8, 10-30, and 32-58 are pending. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Georg M. Hasselmann on 08/02/2010. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 38, line 12, a comma is inserted after "units". 

In claim 13, line 8, the phrase "from 0 to 85" is changed to "from 1 to 60". 

In line 1 of each of claims 14 and 15, the term "claim 39" is changed to "claim 



38". 



In line 4 of claim 14 and line 5 of claim 15, the term "and/or" is changed to "and". 
In line 1 of claim 44, "38" is changed to "39". 
In line 1 of claim 50, "24" is changed to "46". 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 2, 5-8, 10-30 and 32-58 are allowed. 
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4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the present 
claims are allowable over the closest prior art of record: Dausch et al. (WO02/38638), 
which teaches a cosmetic or pharmaceutical composition comprising a copolymer 
comprising 30-99 wt% of tert-butyl acrylate and/or tert-butyl methacrylate, 1 -28 wt% of 
acrylic acid and/or methacrylic acid, and 0-60 wt% of at least a comonomer whose 
homopolymer has a T g lower than 30°C. Exemplary copolymers include t- 
BA(65)/MAA(20)/EA(5)/t-BAA(1 0) copolymers, t-BA(65)/MAA(1 5)/EA(1 0)/t-BAA(1 0) 
copolymers, and t-BA(50)/MAA(20)/EA(20)/t-BAA(10) copolymer. However, the 
reference fails to teach a copolymer having both acrylic acid and methacrylic acid and 
meeting the conditions set forth in claim 38. or a copolymer having N-vinvllactam as set 
forth in claim 39.
